The resolutions 
follow: 
Whereas, we believe that govern­ 
ment from the family to that of the 
most extended empire of the earth, is 
ordained of God, and that it is indes- 
pensable to civilization and to the 
progress of mankind and is therefore 
protective of their highest happiness 
and welfare; and 
Whereas, government, to carry out 
its divine purpose, should be 
con­ 
ceived in righteous and administered 
in justice—a government of the peo­ 
ple, for the people, and by the peo­ 
ple; and 
Whereas, the efficiency and aer- 
vice of the government, depend lar­ 
gely upon the moral, as well as upon 
the intellectual, character of the per­

Resolved, that all aspirants for po­ 
litical preferment should be weighed 
in the balance of moral integrity and, 
if found wanting, should not be vot­ 
ed for.
